THE PROS AND CONS OF THE 
BOULDER DAM 


In view of the tremendous interest that Orange 
countv has in the Boulder Dam project and in all of 
the eventualities which will grow out of it, we 
cannot learn too much concerning the arguments pro 
and con affecting all the questions raised. 
, 
There are three serious questions involved m 
the Swin e-Johnson Bill. 
One is that of an all- 
American' canal 
connecting 
the 
Imperial 
Valley 
with the waters of the Colorado on the American 
side of the Mexican border. 
The second is flood- 
control. 
That is. so impounding the water of the 
Colorado, the suggested point being where 
this 
Boulder Dam will be erected that the Impena 
Valley will not be endangered, and the waters will 
be regulated through Imperial Valley so as to in­ 
sure protection of that great irrigated region. 
The 
third purpose is the development of hydro-electric 
power at the dam which may be distributed at cheap 
rates throughout a wide area surrounding it. 
It is the last proposition which arouses much dis­ 
cussion and opposition. 
It involves the whole ques­ 
tion of ptiblic ownership. 
Naturally all the public 
utility companies in the country are interested as 
welK as those immediately and seriously affected. 
In the New York Times of October 30 last, Mr. 
Frank Bohn published a very informing summary 
of the arguments for and against public ownership 
of water power. 
He recognizes, in this article, that 
the friends and opponents of public ownership are 
girding themselves for a struggle such as probably 
never has been seen in this country. 
His article is too long to publish in full and 
even a digest of it must be of considerable length. 
It follows: 
Two important questions are at issue: (1) Shall 
the government go into the business of producing 
and selling electricity? and (2) Shall the federal 
government allow the unrestricted development of 
super-power organization, or shall Congress further 
tighten 
the present restrictions? 
The arguments 
pro and con in connection with the first question 
are as follows: 
The advocates of public ownership say that our 
water power resources are public properties of great 
value which should not fall into the hands of pri­ 
vate owners to be exploited to satisfy the greed of 
j 
a few. 
They are fattening upon enormous profits 
already. 
This is the last important natural resource 
left to us as a people. 
Why surrender it? 
The opponents say that an undeveloped water 
power is valuable only after a vast amount of labor 
and materials have been utilized in its development. 
It is permanently valuable only when it is con­ 
nected by a system of steam plants and only when 
the current can be profitably marketed. 
Under 
any other conditions a hydro-electric plant is a 
waste of money. 
The advocates point out further that the cost 
of current supplied by private interests is too much. 
Our water power will supply it at almost nothing. 
Why turn these resources over to private interests 
under leases or outright ownership which will enable 
them to capitalize the unearned increments of value 
that will accompany wider utilization of electrical 


power as an indication of the possibilities of ob­ 
taining cheaper current. 
The opposition, however, says that the lower Ca­ 
nadian costs to the general run of consumers is 
balanced by the higher rates charged to industries. 
Consequently the Canadian system is an unjust tax 
on industries because large amounts of power used 
by industries can be cheaper than to domestic con­ 
sumers. 
The opponents regard this as a normal 
case of politicians trying to manage a business. The 
politicians are thinking in terms of vote-getting, 
not of sound business practice. 
But the advocates reply that as long as all in­ 
dustries are charged the same rates, those rates enter 
into the cost of production of goods which the con­ 
sumers pay anyhow plus a profit. 
In the meantime our hydro-electric development is 
being held up and Mr. Bohn’s remark is very much 
to the point— "We have not yet learned to approach 
economic problem from the standpoint of

In a directory of taxi planes, appearing in the November 19 
issue of Air Transportation, weekly commercial aviation journal, 
more than 60 such enterprises are listed. 
The prediction is made 
that within six months more than a thousand concerns in this 
country will be engaged in taxi flying. 
Air taxi fares are astonishingly low, considering the newness 
of this form of service. 
Thus, the Muncie, Ind., Aerial company 
offers taxi service cross-country at 15 cents per mile, to any part 
of the United States or Canada. 
Freight is 5 cents per nnle for 
100 pounds. 
The Pioneer Flyers of Mason City, la., offer rates of 15 cents 
per mile each way for single passengers; 20 cents per mile for two 
passengers. 
The airplane taxicab must now be added to the nation’s for­ 
midable list of transportation services. 
After a while, as more 
and more young men take to aviation as a means of earning a liv­ 
ing, and as prejudice to the hazards of air journeys is lessened, 
the rates will become cheaper still, and the plane a more popular 
vehicle of travel.
